CANDLE NUT NUTRITIOUS 


The “ Queensland nut” is closely al­ 
lied to. if not identical with the can­ 
dle nut (Macadamia ternifolia), and 
is one of the most nutritive nuts in 
the world.. The inhabitants of the So­ 
ciety islantjs, where the candle nut 
flourishes, after slightly baking the 
nuts in an oven, and removing 
the 
shell, bore holes through the kernels 
and string them on rushes, hanging 
them up in their houses to be used as 
torches, which are made by enclosing 
four or five strings in a leaf of the 
serew-plne (Pandanus). These torches 
are often used in fishing by night and 
burn with much brilliancy. The lamp­ 
black u.sed in tattooing was obtained 
from the shell of the candle nut.
